County of Santa Clara, PG&E and local 
businesses launch recycling campaign 


San Jose, CA — The County of Santa Clara, 
PG&E, and local retailers came together to launch 
the fluorescent lamp recycling campaign that encour- 
ages residents to properly dispose of used fluorescent 
lamps. Proper disposal of hazardous waste, such as 
fluorescent lamps, helps to protect the environment 
and public health. 

“The partnership between the County, PG&E, 
and local retailers provides a convenient and safe way 
for residents to recycle their used fluorescent lamps,” 
said Supervisor Pete McHugh, Chair of the Board of 
Supervisors. “This partnership also helps to reduce the 
County’s financial responsibility of managing used 
fluorescent lamps.” 

In February 2006, the state government banned 
the disposal of used fluorescent lamps in the trash as 
they contain traces of mercury. Since then, the County’s 
Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) program has 
expanded recycling opportunities to assist with the 
disposal of such lamps. ; 

Over the past two years, the County’s HHW 
program has been actively recruiting local retailers 
to participate in this endeavor. As a result, 35 retail 
recycling partners have joined the program. 

“PG&E is very proud to partner with Santa Clara 
County on the promotion of fluorescent lamp recycling 
for the public,” said Rex Bell of PG&E’s Environ- 


mental Services Department. “We look forward to the 
implementation of this partnership which combines 
the benefits of energy efficiency and environmental 
protection.” 

In this campaign, PG&E allocates $26,000 to 
cover the initial cost for promoting proper disposal 01 
used fluorescent lamps in English, Spanish and Asian- 
languages newspapers. The company will also provide 
50,000 Compact Fluorescent Bulb (CFL) recycling 
bags, at the cost of $10,000 in total, at local stores for 
residents to use for free. Residents may simply place 
their used CFL in the bag and return it to one of the 
participating retailers. When the recycling bins are 
filled, they will be sent to the recycler at no cost to 
the County. 

In May 2007, the- County of Santa Clara Board of 
Supervisors adopted an Extended Producer Respons!- 
bility (EPR) Resolution to support efforts that require 
manufacturers to establish take back programs for their 
products, which will help reduce public costs and drive 
improvements in product design that promote environ- 
mental sustainability. 

PG&E has voluntarily joined the TIB Partner- 
ship and is now partnering with the County to provide 
funding for public outreach and recycling costs asso- 
ciated with the collection and recycling of fluorescent 
lamps.<> |

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Comienza la batalla para balancear 
las finanzas del estado 


Sacramento (EFE) — La batalla por balancear las 
finanzas del estado de California ha comenzado a sólo 
horas de que el Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger 
diera a conocer su presupuesto para el año fiscal 2008- 
2009. El mandatario republicano anunció reducciones y 
recortes significativos a programas y agencias estatales 
que podrían empezar tan pronto como este año para 
hacer frente a un déficit multimillonario. Según exper- 
tos, los recortes no discriminan, y tampoco resuelven 
el problema a largo-plazo. 

“Creo que estamos viendo las etapas iniciales de 
lo que podemos esperar este año y de ver en dónde se 
van a poner las prioridades de cada partido”, dijo Tim 
Hodson, experto en la política de la Universidad Estatal 
de California en Sacramento. 

Asimismo, Hodson advirtió que el plan presu- 
puestario no es fiscalmente fiable, ya que de reducirse 
los presupuestos de programas y agencias estatales al 
nivel que el gobernador está proponiendo, los recortes 
tendrían que permanecer por varios años. 

“Un déficit de esta magnitud no se puede resolver 
simplemente con reducciones. Tiene que haber un ba- 
lance y se tienen que considerar también los ingresos. 
Ese va a ser el punto clave en la negociación entre 
republicanos y demócratas este año”, dijo. 

El Gobernador está proponiendo reducir el dé- 
ficit presupuestario de más de 14,000 millones de 
dólares con una serie de maniobras fiscales, como la 
reducción del 10% en general de los presupuestos de 
todo programa y agencia estatal. La educación podría 
convertirse en una de las áreas más afectadas, ya que 
Schwarzenegger propuso suspender el pago total de 
los fondos garantizados a la educación pública bajo la 
Proposición 98, así como reducir significativamente 
programas de salud, incapacidad y más. 

“Este es un presupuesto basado en recortes sola- 
mente”, dijo el Líder de la Asamblea estatal, Fabián 
Núñez (D-Los Angeles), quien añadió que las reduc- 
ciones “no reflejan ni mis valores, ni los del líder 
del Senado estatal y sospecho que tampoco los del 
Gobernador”. 

“Estas reducciones quitarían por lo menos 5,000 
millones de dólares de nuestras escuelas públicas, obli- 
garían al despido de unos 110,000 maestros y amengzan 
con aumentar el número de estudiantes por aula, y 
hasta el cierre de escuelas”, advirtió David Sánchez, 
Presidente de la Asociación de Maestros de California. 
Algunos republicanos, como el Senador Abel Maldo- 
nado, también se oponen a los recortes propuestos para 
la educación. “No considero justo que se castigue a los 
niños por la incapacidad de la legislatura de planear 
un buen presupuesto”, puntualizó el representante de

Entretanto, la Asociación Hispana de Colegios 
y Universidades (HACU) emitió un comunicado de

Mexico City (EFE) — The 
Mexican government has com- 
plained of aggression by the U.S. 
Border Patrol after agents presum- 
ably lobbed tear-gas grenades across 
the border from the United States 
into Mexican territory at Tijuana. 

The Mexican Foreign Rela- 
tions Secretariat said in a commu- 
nique that tear gas was thrown into 
Tijuana's Libertad suburb, appar- 
ently by Border Patrol agents. 

The Foreign Relations Sec- 
retariat said it would undertake “a 
thorough investigation” into the 
incident that has affected the homes 
of Mexicans living near the border, 
in order to take the appropriate 
measures. 

Mexico “energetically” re- 
jected incidents like this, which it 
called “unnecessary” and “unac- 
ceptable,” and added that only 
through dialogue and cooperation 
can matters relating to the border 
be resolved. 

The Foreign Relations Secre- 
tariat said that it will take the ne- 
cessary action through the existing 
joint border mechanisms to combat 
violence in a spirit of cooperation 
with the United States. But Tijuana 
authorities said that this was the 
sixth time such an incident has 
occurred. 

According to local residents,

lobbed tear-gas grenades across the border from the United States into 
Mexican territory at Tijuana.

at least six tear-gas grenades were 
thrown from U.S. territory, of which 
only two exploded. 

For their part, Border Patrol 
officials told Efe that their agents 
were only “defending themselves” 
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against the aggression of traf- 
fickers of undocumented immi- 
grants who attacked them with 
rocks, and added that only one 
of the grenades rebounded into 
Mexican territory. 

They added that these mea- 
sures “of legimate defense” will 
continue to be used as long as 
agents are attacked.<> 
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| Correa anuncia nueva 
estructuración territorial

Ecuador (EFE) — El Presi- 
dente de Ecuador, Rafael Correa, 
anunció que comenzará su segundo 
año de gestión con una nueva or- 
ganización del Ejecutivo y un no- 
vedoso esquema de estructuración 
territorial para un ágil manejo ad- 
ministrativo, con el fin de combatir 
la desigualdad. 

En su primer mensaje a la 
nación presentado ante la Asamblea 
Constituyente en la ciudad costera 
de Montecristi (oeste), Correa rei- 
teró que sabe que los grupos de 
poder intentarán “boicotear” la 
“revolución ciudadana”, que él 
propugna, así como dividir a los ac- 
tuales sectores que dirigen el país. 

En ese sentido, comentó que 
hay quienes creen que en el mo- 
vimiento Alianza País, que él dirige, 
hay una división entre quienes le 
apoyan y los seguidores de su co- 
rreligionario Alberto Acosta, Presi- 
dente de la Asamblea, y advirtió 
a la oposición que “no lograrán” 
dividirlos. 

Al mencionar la “reforma 
democrática” del Estado, señaló 
que incluye la recuperación de la 
planificación y la formulación de 
un plan nacional de desarrollo, 
así como un nuevo esquema de 
organización territorial y una mejor 
asignación y distribución de los 
recursos públicos. 

Destacó la necesidad de sumar 
una visión regional a la sectorial 
que se tiene del país, por lo que 
anunció una nueva organización del 
país en siete regiones, igualmente 
distribuidas en relación a territorio 
y población, entre otros aspectos. 
Mencionó a Quito y Guayaquil 
como regiones en sí mismas y a los 
emigrantes como la décima región, 
y aclaró que la Asamblea, que redac- 
ta una nueva Constitución, puede 
acoger o rechazar su propuesta de 
nueva distribución territorial. 

Correa, un economista de 44 
años que propugna el “Socialismo 
del siglo XXI”, indicó, además, 
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El Presidente de Ecuador, Rafael 
Correa, presentó su informe del 
primer año de labores en la sede de 
la Asamblea Constituyente en Mon- 
tecristi (Ecuador).

que avanza el proyecto de crear una 
“cuenta única” del Estado, que al 
juntar todos los recursos del sector 
público tendría un saldo cercano a 
los 5,000 millones de dólares, y po- 
dría empezar a funcionar en 2009. 

De igual manera, anunció 
cambios en el sistema de compras 
públicas, en busca de “transpa- 
rencia, eficiencia y de políticas de 
apoyo al sector nacional y pequeño 
productor”. Criticó la cantidad de 
entidades adscritas a la Presidencia 
que encontró hace un año, lo que 
calificó de “payasada” y “burla”, por 
lo que reveló un nuevo organigrama 
del Ejecutivo con la creación de 
ministerios regionales que simpli- 
fiquen labores. 

En lo económico reconoció 
que tuvo problemas en el sector 
petrólero y pronosticó su recupera- 
ción en 2008, gracias a la inversión 
en 2007 de 400 millones de dólares 
en el sector, al apoyo de Venezuela 
en el campo técnico y al reingreso 
de Ecuador a la Organización de 
Países Exportadores de Petróleo 
(OPEP). 

Correa explicó durante casi 
dos horas el desarrollo económico 
del país en 2007, ante autoridades 
de control, ministros, el cuerpo 
diplomático y en ausencia de los 
asambleístas de la oposición, que 
abandonaron la sala. 

Destacó como prueba del 
“cambio de época” que propugna 
el que en su primer año de gestión 
dio prioridad al pago de la deuda 
social sobre la externa y dijo que 
espera que en 2010 el servicio de 
la deuda externa en el presupuesto 
sea del 11%. 

El jefe de Estado reconoció 
que el sector externo comercial es el

Entrevista exclusiva de Íride 
Aparicio 


Cuarenta años después de 
haber sido asesinado por el sargento 
del ejército boliviano Mario Terán 
en una escuela en La Higuera, 
Bolivia, el 9 de octubre de 1967, el 
legado de Ernesto Guevara de la 
Serna, mejor conocido como “El 
Che Guevara”, continúa infiltrando 
la cultura mundial. 

Responsable en parte de con- 
tinuar el culto al “Che”, llamado 
“El ícono de la centuria”, es el 
dramaturgo borinqueño José Rivera, 
uno de los mejores dramaturgos de 
la época actual. 

Rivera ha ganado dos OBIES 
del Joseph Papp Public Theatre 
por dos de sus dramas: “Marisol” y 
“References to Salvador Dali Made 
Me Hot”, ha recibido un Fellowship 
Fulbright en Arte, un acolado de 
Whiting Foundation y de la McK- 
night Fellowship. 

Su ilustre carrera incluye dra- 
mas representados mundialmente, 
el haber estudiado con Gabriel 
García Márquez en el Sundance 
Film Festival y un año en el Royal 
Court Theatre de Londres como 
escritor-residente. 

Rivera comenzó a investigar 
la vida de Guevara hace algunos 
años, cuando el director de Holly- 
wood, Walter Salles, le preguntó si 
le interesaría escribir el guión para 
“Motorcycle Diaries” que él iba ha 
dirigir. 

““Che” no era político, enton- 
ces”, dice Rivera. “Por el contrario,

el marxismo, pero no lo comprendía 
y necesitó esta jornada para hacerse 
político, encontrar su propósito y 
encontrarse a sí mismo”, hace una 
pausa. 

“Che tomó otras jornadas, la 
segunda aún más importante porque 
le puso en contacto. con Fidel Castro. 
Pero fue su primera la que revela su 
idealismo, la ingenuidad de un joven 
de clase media que eventualmente 
trasciende su clase social. Para mí 
es fascinante aprender lo que hizo 


que las personas se vuelvan como 
son”, dice. 

“La película tiene muchos 
críticos pero revela, con veracidad a 
“Che”. Yo sabía algo de la vida, pero 
cuando empecé a leer sus diarios, 
a leer sobre su vida, aprendí, que 
hizo muchos errores que era muy 
violento pero también tenía un gran 
idealismo. Creía en la soberanía de 
la America del Sur”. 

Su guión cinematográfico fue 
nominado por un Oscar en 2005 por 
la mejor adaptación de un drama 
al cine, por un BAFTA y por The 
Writers Guild Award. Su adaptación 
recibió también el Premio Goya de 
España y el galardón más alto de 
Argentina. 

¿Cuál en su opinión, es la 
causa de la fascinación que ejerce 
“Che Guevara” en las personas? 

“El espíritu de rebeldía”, dice. 
““Che” fue una persona capaz de 
pelear contra lo que no le pareció 
justo: el colonialismo y la explo- 
tación de productos. Representa el 
deseo de las personas de gritar: ; Ya 
no más!. Queremos decidir nuestro 
propio futuro. Ya no queremos 
dictadores”. 

¿Qué le hizo a usted intere- 
sarse en “Che”? 

“Tengo 52 años”, dice. “‘Che’ 
fue parte de la cultura política en la 
que yo me estaba desenvolviendo: 
la revolución en Cuba y la guerra de 
Vietnam. Soy pacifista, pero fui re- 
clutado para pelear en dicha guerra. 
Hay ciertos líderes que representan 
el idealismo contra la guerra, entre 
ellos Bobby Kennedy, Mahatma 
Ghandi y Che Guevara, los héroes 
con que yo crecí”. 

Rivera vuelve a inspirarse en 
“Che” en School of the Americas, 
su drama que hará su premiere en 
Teatro Visión el 24 de este mes. 

¿Qué etapa en la vida de 
“Che” describe en su nuevo 
drama? 

“La historia verídica en la que 
“Che” queriendo emular a Castro, 
regresa a la América del Sur para 
comenzar su revolución.
